CSU committee proposes 
raising CSU faculty salaries

For the first time in six years, Cal 
State University faculty and staff may 
get a pay raise. 

At the March CSU Board of Trust- 
ees meeting, the Committee on Fi- 
nance proposed a plan of how to dis- 
tribute the extra $125.1 million in state 
funding allocated to the CSU in Gov. 
Jerry Brown’s state budget proposal. 


In its plan, the Committee on Fi- 
nance allotted $38 million of Brown’s 
proposed funding increase to an em- 
ployee compensation pool. 

“This pool of money would have 
to go to the collective bargaining 
process,” CSU Spokesman Mike 
Uhlenkamp said. “There have been 
individuals who have gotten raises 
by promotions [in the past], but this is 
a [proposed] raise for all faculty and 
staff.” 


According to the Committee on Fi- 


nance’s March agenda, the proposed 
$38 million increase in faculty and 


Jerry Brown 
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ASI executives file police report 
for 90 missing campaign posters

Associated Students Inc. President 
John Haberstroh and Vice President 
Jonathon Bolin filed a report Tuesday 
with University Police for campaign 
posters that were stolen and vandal- 
ized on Monday and Tuesday, accord- 
ing to University Police Capt. Scott 
Brown. 

According to the report, 90 post- 
ers were stolen and four posters were 


torn in half throughout campaign- 
ing. The total loss amounts to $250, 
Brown said, 

According to Bolin, the John and 
Jon campaign posted 50 posters on 
Monday. The posters, Bolin said, 
were taken down by Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

“There’s tons of pictures I took ... 
It’s definitely not the wind,” Bolin 
said. 

The campaign posters located by 
the Nugget Grill and Pub as well as 
the University Bookstore were all

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CSULB professor emeritus to bring 
the debate of creationism to courtroom 


Joseph Mastropaolo 
will offer $20,000 for 
the victor of his mini- 
trial.

Judgement Day has arrived, though 
it might not be the one some were ex- 
pecting. 

A Cal State Long Beach professor 
emeritus said he believes it is time the 
dispute over creationism and evolution 
be brought into the courtroom, and he 
is willing to risk $10,000 to facilitate a 
Literal Genesis Trial. 

Joseph Mastropaolo, who taught 
biomechanics and physiology at 
CSULB before retiring 19 years ago, 
will argue for the literal translation of 
Genesis in his “mini-trial.” A mini- 
trial, according to Mastropaolo, is an 
alternate form for dispute resolution, 
similar to a civil trial except for one 
aspect: the evidence must be scientific. 

“In other words, evidence must be 
objective, valid, reliable and calibrat- 
ed,” Mastropaolo said. 

No restrictions will be placed on 
challengers of Mastropaolo’s argu- 
ment, except that they agree to the 
rules of the mini-trial and put up 
$10,000 in order to participate. 


Either a state or federal superior 
court judge will preside over the dis- 
pute, and the victor will win $20,000, 
thereby reclaiming his or her own 
$10,000 along with the challenger’s 
money. 

Mastropaolo forewarns that the 
animus of the mini-trial is not fiscal; 
the $20,000 is simply meant to cover 
court costs. The true purpose of a 
mini-trial is to successfully prove 
one’s point. 

When asked about his religious be- 
liefs, Mastropaolo said that the litiga- 
tion is not based on beliefs. 

“Beliefs are subjective,” he said. 
“This is based on what I would call 
classical science.” 

Mastropaolo said the idea to create 
a mini-trial was based off of his edu- 
cation. 

“The biggest betrayal of my life 
has been the fact that I was given in 
school — in textbooks — things that 
were absolutely false,’ Mastropaolo 
said. “I am trying to rectify this situa- 
tion so that others like me will not feel 
betrayed by their education.” 

A date and location for the mini-tri- 
al have not been determined, accord- 
ing to Mastropaolo. 

However, the former professor 
says he would favor CSULB’s cam- 
pus as an option, if anyone could 
provide an appropriate stage for the 
courtroom. 

Austin Smith, a freshman crimi- 
nal justice major, questioned whether 
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the CSULB campus is an appropriate 
place for the mini-trial. 

“Tt really doesn’t matter who wins 
in the end, because when you fight to 
attack someone’s faith, no one wins,” 
Smith said. “Faith allows religion to 
live on without proof.” 

However, Mary Caputi, a political 
science professor, said the mini-trial is 
much more academic and intellectual 
than simply an affront on someone’s 
religious beliefs. 

“As long as it’s very clear from the 
start that the [mini-trial] is meant for 
the purpose of airing ideas, it’s very 
appropriate for a university setting,” 
Caputi said. 

Stanley Jones, a religious stud- 
ies professor specializing in ancient 
Christian history, said he believes the 
mini-trial could attract students, but it 
could also turn explosive. 

“Many students do believe mankind 
descended from Adam and Eve — 
more than what is generally realized,” 
Jones said. 

One of Jones’s students, Nasya Har- 
ry, a sophomore nutrition major, said 
she agrees that mankind derived from 
Adam and Eve. 

“T don’t even need any evidence to 
know we came from Adam and Eve,” 
Harry said. 

Mastropaolo has yet to find some- 
one to take part in his mini-trial. To 
participate in the mini-trial, contact 
him at jamastropaolo@gmail.com. 
The trial will be open to the public.

torn down, Bolin said. By Wednesday, 
new signs made out of wooden posts 
and computer paper took place of the 
missing signs. 

One of the new signs read, “All of 
our new posters have been taken ... 
We can’t afford anymore proper post- 
ers ... Don’t let the cheaters win. Vote 
TODAY in the runoff! Re-Elect John & 
Jon!” 

Bolin said that “cheaters” refers to 
whoever stole his and Haberstroh’s 
posters. 

According to Brown, the case is cur- 
rently under investigation, and there 
are no suspects yet. 

“Since the posters are of value to 
[the ASI executives], then it is a crimi- 


nal offense,” Brown said. “Depending 
if [Haberstroh and Bolin] decide to sue 
will determine the outcome.” 

Criminal charges may be filed 
against the thief, and the thief may be 
held criminally liable throughout the 
campus or face a civil suit, according 
to Brown. 

Bolin said that if the person who 
stole and vandalized the posters is 
found, then he and Haberstroh will 
press charges. 

“We'll be fine without the signs,” Bo- 
lin said. “I’m just depressed that people 
would go this low. We’re all college 
students; we’re supposed to be involved 
with higher education, and this is some- 
thing that you pull in middle school. 
Some people can be that immature.”

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Academic Senate to vote on discontinuance of program 


The Chicano and 
Latino studies 
certificate has seen few 
interested students.

The potential loss of a 24-unit cer- 
tificate program, to be voted on at an 
Academic Senate meeting today, could 
suggest that the Chicano and Latino 
studies department is declining. 

However, Chicano and Latino stud- 
ies department chair Jose Moreno said 
this is far from the truth. 

“We're doing really dynamic, in- 
credible things in the department, so 
of course we’re not dead,” Moreno 
said. 

The sentiment centers on today’s 
Academic Senate vote to decide if the 
Chicano and Latino studies certificate 
should be discontinued. To earn the 
certificate, students must complete 
24 units, the same number required to 
earn a minor in the discipline. 

Moreno said the department 
wouldn’t fight a decision to cut the cer- 
tificate because students aren’t apply- 
ing for it anymore and federal financial 
aid no longer covers its costs. 

“The conversations out there that 
suggest [the Chicano studies depart- 
ment] is dying are really aimed at en- 
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Chicano and Latino studies professor Rodiguez Villalpando teaches 
his Introduction to Chicano/a and Latino/a Life class on Tuesday. 


rollment and its struggle during this 
time of retrenchment,” he said. 

Moreno said the Academic Senate 
vote is not a signal that there’s a lack 
of support on campus for Chicano and 
Latino studies; simply fewer students 
are considering certificate programs. 
The certificates, he said, might be 
considered as part of an extension pro- 
gram in the future. 

In the seven years Moreno has 
worked in the Chicano and Latino 
studies department at Cal State Long 
Beach, he said the number of students 
enrolled in the program has increased 
significantly. 

When he started, between 35 and 
50 different majors participated in 
Chicano and Latino studies courses. 


As students began enrolling for dou- 
ble majors or minors in the program, 
the number of participating majors 
jumped to 230. 

“Students don’t know what Chicano 
studies is or that it’s a heavy-valued 
major or minor to consider within the 
demographic of California,” Moreno 
said. “The future of California is still 
bilingualism, and that’s what the pro- 
gram does for you.” 

Victor Rodriguez, a professor in the 
Chicano and Latino studies depart- 
ment, said that the issue lies in the in- 
correct perception of Chicano studies 
and out-of-date stereotypes. 

Rodriguez said another reason stu- 
dents are less interested in Chicano 
studies has been that Chicano youth 


identify themselves as American and 
not Mexican-American. 

“A professor at [University of Cali- 
fornia, Berkley] called it selective as- 
sociation,” Rodriguez said. “Second 
generation Latinos assimilate and 
disconnect from their culture and their 
language and begin to identify with a 
new [American] culture.” 

In 2012, the percentage of students 
within the Cal State University who 
identified themselves as Mexican- 
American or Latino made up more 
than 30 percent of the student body, 
according to CSU statistics and re- 
ports. 

The number has grown since 2002, 
when Mexican-American or Latino 
students made up less than 22 percent 
of the CSU student body. 

“Latinos are not a recent immigra- 
tion experience,” Moreno said. “Lati- 
nos are part of American, and in par- 
ticular, California history.” 

The department is staying active, 
according to Rodriguez, with events 
like a recent. presentation focused 
on the cultural legacy of Africans in 
Mexico and Puerto Rico. More than 
200 CSULB students and parents at- 
tended the event. 

Chicano and Latino studies students 
have also been able to visit other coun- 
tries for classes since 2001. 

Moreno said the Chicano and La- 
tino studies department is committed 
to expanding its enrollment numbers 
and staying alive for CSULB stu- 
dents. 


Students lend helping hands through service-learning courses 


Professors create 
hands-on experience 
that matches in-class 
curriculum.

Junior psychology major Andrea 
Robertson gained more responsibil- 
ity this semester: she returned for the 
spring as not only a student but also a 
role model. 

Robertson’s community psychology

class this semester has required her to 
spend 20 hours volunteering. To fulfill 
the requirement, Robertson worked 
with Long Beach Better Learning for 
All Students Today (BLAST), a non- 
profit organization that provides men- 
tors for at-risk students in the com- 
munity. 

“It’s a continuation school, so 
they’re there because they were get- 
ting into fights or they didn’t want to 
go to school,” she said. “This is ... 
their second chance.” 

According to Monica Delgado, Cal 
State Long Beach community engage- 
ment support coordinator, about 4,320 
CSULB students were involved in a 
service-learning class, like Robert- 
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son’s, in 2011-12. 

Delgado said that through the Cen- 
ter for Community Engagement, pro- 
fessors have found a way for their stu- 
dents to get involved in the community 
and gain hands-on experience in the 
course’s subject. 

The service learning classes include 
hands-on community service hours as 
part of their curriculum. 

“(CSULB] gives students the op- 
portunities to engage with the com- 
munity and have life experience be- 
fore they get out into the real world,” 
Delgado said. 

Robertson is one of the 6,650 Cal 
State Long Beach students who en- 
gaged in some type of community 


service during the 2011-12 academic 
year, according to a survey conducted 
by the Center for Community Engage- 
ment. 

Delgado said that service-learning 
courses allow students to learn more 
beyond the classroom. 

According to Delgado, the Cen- 
ter for Community Engagement 
works with faculty to develop 
service learning in classrooms by 
helping them connect with non- 
profit organizations related to the 
course’s topic. 

More than 100 courses through- 
out different departments partici- 
pate in academic service learning 
each year. 
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staff compensation would result in 
an approximate 1.2 percent salary in- 
crease. 

CSU staff and faculty have not received 
salary increases since 2007 and 2008, re- 
spectively, according to Uhlenkamp. 

“Of course, the faculty haven’t re- 
ceived a raise in five years,” said Cal 
State Long Beach California Faculty 
Association President Teri Yamada. 
“Anything would be helpful. I hope [the 
raise] happens.” 

CSULB mathematics professor Mark 
Igolnikov said that the potential raise 
was long overdue. 

“We deserve a raise,” Igolnikov said. 
“We have to go to large sections. Statis- 
tics classes are in three or four sections, 
depending fall or spring, [and] they each 
have 150 students instead of the regular 
30. We've been really stressed here.” 

In addition to salary raises, CSU offi- 
cials said they would spend the remain- 
ing amount of Brown’s proposed budget 
increase on enrollment growth, student 
access and success initiatives, manda- 
tory costs and redesigning “bottleneck” 
courses, according to the agenda. 

The increase of $21.7 million allot- 
ted for enrollment growth in Brown’s 
budget proposal would likely result in 
enrolling 5,700 additional students in 
the CSU, according to the agenda. 

“We've created enrollment targets 
that vary based on the campuses,” 
Uhlenkamp said. 

According to the agenda, the allot- 
ment of mandatory costs, $48.2 mil- 
lion, will be directed toward employee 
health benefits and the upkeep of newly 
constructed buildings on CSU cam- 
puses. 

According to CSU Spokesman Erik 
Fallis, the CSU is awaiting action from 
the state Legislature in May to see if 
Brown’s $125.1 million boost to the 
CSU budget will be approved. 

“The May revise is a critical docu- 
ment for us,” Fallis said. “It takes all 
of the revenue numbers that have come 
in and all the projections that have 
changed, and it puts together a different 
budget.” 

After the May revise, the Legislature 
is expected to pass a budget by mid- 
June, according to Fallis. 

“Ultimately, it is up to policymakers 
to decide how much the state allocates 
to higher education,” Fallis said. “If 
they increase or reduce [funding], that 
means we have to change our budget 
planning accordingly.”

There might.be a new form of 
higher education in California 
soon, and it’s been given a very 
creative name: the “New University 
of California.”

Women’s accusations of rape are not taken seriously today 


The CNN headline read, “Canadian teen com- 
mits suicide after alleged rape, bullying.” The 
article that followed told the story of 17-year-old 
Rehtaeh Parsons who tried to hang herself more 
than a year after she reported that she had been 
gang-raped by four boys. Parsons was taken off 
of life support three days after her attempted 
suicide. Her funeral is scheduled for this Satur- 
day. 

This article exemplifies an interesting develop- 
ment in the nuances of the English language. That 
is, it demonstrates the conveniently deceptive 
nature of basic communication. 

At no point in this article found on the 
CNN news website are Parsons’ rape claims 
affirmed. 

Sure, the headline includes the word “rape,” 
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but the headline and the entire article repeat- 
edly categorizes the rape as “alleged sexual 
assault.” 
To that end, nowhere in this opinion piece will 
there be any definition of the rape in question. 
On a technical level, this is because there were 
no criminal charges brought against the accused. 
An investigation was 
conducted, and even though a 
photograph of the event circu- 
lated online, authorities said 
there was not enough evidence 
to bring forth any legal action. 
However, the more cynical explanation for 
the vagueness in the reporting of rape accusa- 
tions, among other things, is a simple distrust of 
women. 
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News media is responsible for being as ac- 
curate as possible. The media could print a story 
about a young girl who killed herself after being 
raped; however, without that girl alive to testify 
about the rape, the media runs the risk that the 
rape never happened. 

If the news media runs a story based solely on 

the words of the accused, it runs 
the risk of offending the victim 


P AIGE PELONIS and vice versa. CNN ran the 


story without ever validating the 
young girls’ claims. 

At the same time, there is a direct quote later 
in the article in which Parsons’ mother says, 
“The justice system failed” her daughter when it 
stopped the investigation. 

This is a classic example of clever news- 
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writing, in that it doesn’t confirm the rape 
or deny it; however, the emotional aspect of 
the rape is portrayed through the mother’s 
comments, giving a sense that it did indeed 
happen. 

Rape is not as “hush-hush” as it once was. 
It can be the moist plot twist in movies, it can 
be a salacious sexual fantasy in the minds of 
the twisted, but it is rarely a tragedy pack- 
aged with immediate legal action against the 
accused. 

Perhaps women should simply keep their 
mouths shut altogether. No one can take their 
claims seriously anymore anyway.

‘Exxopolis’ is a psychedelic playground 


The structure is handmade and 
uses natural sunlight to illuminate 
a myriad of colors.

The first thing that hits you is the shape of the 
room. Gently curved walls morph into round tunnels, 
branching off as far as you can see in the kaleidoscope 
darkness. 

Architects of Air (AOA) is the creator of the struc- 
ture Exxopolis, which sits sprawled and slightly pul- 
sating on the lawn outside the Walter Pyramid. The 
structure is know as a “Luminarium.” 

The two X’s in the name Exxopolis represent 20 
years of the AOA company, according to Gabriel Bur- 
den, the AOA man on the ground for Exxopolis’ stay 
at Cal State Long Beach. 

Burden said the exhibit was made completely by 
hand, with a team of workers and community out- 
reach program participants in Nottingham, England, 
working for five months to piece together thousands 
of half-millimeter thick PVC plastic panels. 

The Luminarium was brought to CSULB by As- 
sociated Students Inc., specifically by ASI Arts Com- 
missioner Alana Johnson. The AOA has toured its 20 
creations, “large inflatable sculptures of light, color 
and air,” around the world since 1992, but this is the 
first time the company has ever brought one to visit 
Southern California, according to Burden. 

“We've been working towards this for nine 
months,” Johnson said. “We’ve been surveying stu- 
dents, and they said they want something interactive

to involve and immerse themselves in. This is a stress 
reliever. It’s to relax and have fun at the same time.” 

The color wheel of different hues that greet you 
as you cross the threshold is dazzling. Blue, green, 
red, purple and orange — in all shades — illuminate 
the round tunnels that link together the several main 
chambers. The color is created by natural sunlight 
streaming through colored panels of the roof and 
walls. 

The tunnels seem to go on forever, doubling back 
on themselves as you further lose your bearings and 
orientation from the color, warmth and ghostly, ethe- 
real tranquility of the music that softly issues from 
hidden speakers around the structure. 


“It’s completely unique,’ ASI Communications Co- 
ordinator Christina Esparza said. “I don’t use that term 
loosely; I use it correctly. It is literally, absolutely one 
of a kind. It’s like walking inside a big kaleidoscope.” 

Participants are meant to slowly wander through 
the complex, pausing wherever they wish, sitting or 
laying down on the floor or in the multiple sitting pods 
that dot the walls, according to Burden. Only 80 peo- 
ple are allowed in at a time, to preserve the calm and 
quiet of the experience. 

Exxopolis is located behind the Walter Pyramid, 
adjacent to Atherton Street. It is open from noon to 6 
p.m. until Sunday. CSULB students can enter free of 
charge while non-students are charged $5.

Dirtbags’ pitching still thriving under Troy Buckley 


The LBSU head coach 
continues to be a major 
factor in the Dirtbags’ 
success on the mound.

Two things have remained consistent 
for the Dirtbags since 2001: good pitch- 
ing and Troy Buckley. 

Buckley, who has spent 10 of the last 
12 years in the Long Beach State dug- 
out and has been head coach since 2011, 
is, as the Dirtbags media guide puts 
it, “one of the most respected pitching 
coaches in the nation.” 

Before Buckley turned from player 
to coach, he was a star catcher at Santa 
Clara University, posting numbers that 
are still in the record books. At Santa 
Clara, Buckley was named the 1988 
WCC Player of the year after batting 
.442 with 82 RBIs. 

After being drafted in the ninth 
round by the Minnesota Twins in 1989, 
Buckley spent the next six years of his 
career playing in the minor leagues for 
the Twins, Cincinnati Reds and Mon- 
treal Expos organizations. He eventual- 
ly reached a point in his playing career 
when he decided it was time to hang up 
the cleats and become a coach. 

“T always wanted to be a part of the 
game, and there was a point where I 
could have kept going, but I had the op-

portunity to coach,” Buckley said. “I 
didn’t know if I wanted to do it long- 
term, but at the time I knew I liked be- 
ing around the game, and I liked the 
camaraderie with the players and ev- 
erything like that. So I gave it a chance, 
and I was fortunate enough to be around 
a lot of good people.” 

It was while he was in the Expos sys- 
tem that Buckley first came in contact 
with the person that would eventually 


lead him to LBSU, Dave Malpass. 

“Troy [Buckley] was a catcher that 
played to Triple-A and actually became 
a coach in Triple-A,” Malpass said. “He 
knew what he wanted to do and asked 
our pitching coordinator at the time, a 
guy named Jim Benedict. Troy asked 
[Benedict if he could] go all the way 
down to the Gulf Coast League to be- 
come a pitching coach.” 

After coaching in the minors for a

few years, Buckley eventually came 
back and coached at the college level, 
where he was an assistant coach at 
Santa Clara from 1998 to 2000. He then 
moved on to LBSU in 2001 when then- 
head coach Dave Snow retired after a 
successful 29-year coaching career 

Since his arrival at The Beach, Buck- 
ley has seen nine former pitchers of his 
be drafted in the first three rounds of 
the MLB draft after developing their 
craft under him. 

The most popular name in the 
group is Los Angeles Angels ace 
Jered Weaver, who was taken with 
the 12th pick in the 2004 amateur 
draft. Weaver won the Big West 
Pitcher of the Year award and was 
named the National Player of the 
Year in 2004 when he went 15-1 
with 213 strikeouts and a 1.62 
ERA. Not all of Buckley’s un- 
derstudies have had the success 
of Weaver, but seven more have 
made it to the majors, including 
the Angels’ Jason Vargas and the 
Twins’ Vance Worley. 

Malpass, who is currently a 
scout for the Cleveland Indians, 
said Buckley had an important 
role in developing pitchers that 
weren’t exactly elite prospects be- 
fore coming to LBSU. 

“He has made guys into play- 
ers that certainly weren’t the 
most sought after,’ Malpass said. 
“Whether it be with Jered Weav- 
er or Vargas, or other guys that 
didn’t achieve the same success as 
[Weaver], he’s been a great teach- 
er and a great developer.” 

Buckley spent six years as a 
pitching coach developing some 
of the best arms in the Dirtbags’ 
history. His success earned him a 
stint in the majors, as he worked as 
pitching coordinator for the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates from 2007 to 2009. 

Buckley then returned to 
LBSU in 2010 to take over the 
head-coaching job from Mike 
Weathers, who had announced 
his retirement mid-season. LBSU 
saw an immediate improvement 
in the pitching staff upon Buck- 
ley’s takeover, as the team ERA 
dropped from 4.67 to a Big West- 
best 3.08 in just two seasons. 

The Dirtbags are looking to 
keep improving, and a 2013 pitch- 
ing staff led by Shane Carle, Jake 
Stassi and Jon Maciel gives them 
a good chance to do so. 

David Yamane, the director 
of baseball operations at LBSU, 
named these three as the next 
group of Buckley pitchers to 
reach the next level. 

“T would be surprised if those 
three went undrafted,’ Yamane 


said. 

Buckley said he also sees the potential 
in the trio, putting the emphasis on each 
player’s style, mechanics and mentality. 

“T think they all have the chance to 
be successful,” Buckley said. “So it’s 
the comparing and the contrasting of 
everyone has different weapons, and 
everyone has different stuff. I think a 
common theme with guys that have 
been successful and are successful is 
that they’re aggressive, they throw a lot 
of strikes, they know how to pitch, and 
they’re not afraid of failure.” 

LBSU junior left-hander Jake Stassi 
said he is aware that he may be drafted 
someday, but right now he is focused on 
the task at hand. 

“There is no predicting it, and there is 
no way to tell if I’m going to go at all, or 
when, so I’m not worried about it,” Stassi 
said. “I’m just worried about what I can 
control right now and taking care of this 
season. We’ll see about the draft later.” 

The odds of Stassi accomplishing 
his long-term goal of making the big 
leagues are certainly better because 
of his time under Buckley. One of the 
quickest to give Buckley an endorse- 
ment is Malpass, who has made a career 
out of judging baseball talent. 

“If I had a son who was a pitching 
prospect and thought that he had a fu- 
ture as a pitcher,” he said, “there is no 
one else I would rather send my son to 
than Troy.” 

The LBSU pitchers are being count- 
ed on once again this season. The Dirt- 
bags’ bats have been especially cold this 
year, as the team batting average of .254 
is second-worst in the Big West. Carle, 
Stassi and freshman starter David Hill 
will look to continue to keep the team in 
games this weekend, when LBSU hosts 
UC Davis in a three-game series.
